Conference At 


Hague Collapses 


Meeting Breaks Down With- 


out Hope of Further Ses- 
sions—Say Peace Pact 
Will Hold Only Month. 


(By The Associated Press.) 
THE HAGUE, July 12— 


The conference with repre- 
sentatives of soviet Russia 
here broke down at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon, with apparent 
hope of a further meeting. 
Maxim Litvinoff, of the Rus- 
sian delegation, said on leav- 
ing the chamber that further 
meetings are unlikely, as the 
non-Russians insisted upon 
the Russians making prom- 
ises with regard to property 
compensation and giving out 
guarantees, which were im- 
possible until the Russians 
knew what credit loans were 
to be granted. Litvinoff add- 
ed that the peace pact will 
hold for only one month 
after the last meeting. 


The morning session of the 


conference on Russian affairs, 
which was devoted to the con- 


, ^deration of the private 


jg-operty question, broke up 
amid cosjsiderable confusion,

1st. the date on which the citv law 
became effective, explained his ac- 
tion to the committee.

Garnett, city health officer attended 
the meeting but did not enter into 
the discussion, it is understood. 
Mr. Conway said that on the night 


he was acquainted with the situation 
confronting one "dairyman he sought 
to reac_h Dr. Garnett but found that 
he was not at home, this prompting 
him to take the matter in his own 
hand.

dren in a change of milk supply -ind 
that this was a factor in granting 
the dairyman a further opportunity 
of meeting the requirements of the 
ordinance. 
It was reported that the 


dairyman has ordered his material 
and "will have built as soon as pos- 
sible a dairy barn conforming with 
the standard set. 
It develops also 


that there are several small milk 
dealers who have yet to comply with 


i some of the ternis of ihf ordmnnje 
i and the committee felt that per^ua- 
sive efforts "should be resorted to in 
bringing the diarymen in line ar.d 
not driving them out of business by 
the application of the law at this 
time.

cept one have improved their stanti- 
ads unde the present law and It i.« 
now believed that by granting a fur- 
ther time extension that there will 
V>» joo per cent, co-operation in con- 
forming with the ordinancr.
